Chapter Eight: Needles and Pins 


hat are the chances that anyone else out there has 
W ratty upholstery? I have to be the only split 
window bus owner with stuffing hanging out of 
the driver’s seat, right? After all, a towel tucked in around the 
corners or acool VW T-shirt takes care of it. No problem. That 
stain where the kid spilled an unknown sticky concoction can 
be covered with a poncho. Oh, but remember that trip with the 
dog. . . what to do about that? 

If you’re into leather and steel, keep reading. When I 
ventured into the upholstery territory, the black letters on the 
yellow sign read Masochism Ahead. The shiny new paint on 
my ’67 Deluxe must have blinded meas I forged on through the 
software part of restoration. Actually, there’s no leather in- 
volved at all, unless that’s your fabric of choice. As I wrote in 
the last chapter, I found the fabric, vinyl, piping and thread I 
wanted at a good auto upholstery shop. 

If you’re going to reupholster yourself or have something 
custom sewn, do right by VW. Don’t scrimp on materials. And 
don’ tlet the shop people steer you to that excellent Toyota stuff 
that looks just as good. They’ re just trying to get rid of their bad 
investment. I have to admit it. I had sewn before: chair 
upholstery, a Lazyboy for my daughter, even tried my hand at 
flags and capes in wilder times. My point? Cheap material 
looks cheap on the roll and in your bus. 

Like computers, upholstery falls into two categories: 
software (cloth, vinyl, etc.) and hardware (frame, springs, etc.). 
All you handy folk out there can deal with stripping and 
painting the hardware. Don’t put new seat covers over dirty, 
rusty frames. A little black spray paint works wonders and 
won’t stain the fabric. One word of caution, though. If you’re 
going to strip your hardware, don’t strip the springs. Just hose 
them down so they’re good and clean. I found out the hard way 
that they were coated with something to keep them from 
creaking when you sit on them. Whatever that stuff is, don’t 
strip it off. 

The software is another thing altogether. The nice thing 
about a VW busis that you have the pattern right in front of you. 
A seam ripper or exacto knife in all the right places leaves you 
with a pile of pieces. Do not be fooled into thinking you can 
keep track of them all without marking them for later recon- 
struction. The driver’s seat alone has three metal rods, two 
lengths of piping, a length of wire, three pieces of fabric, seven 
pieces of vinyl, plus all the padding underneath. 

The short version of this upholstery lesson is easy. Use the 
new material to sew it all back together like it came apart. This 
is nota Home Economics course. You have to know how to use 
a sewing machine and do some hand stitching (or you have to 
know someone who loves you very much and is dying to sew 
for you). I can provide some tips, having been through it 
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myself, so I'll try. 

Hint One: As with any sewing, keep the direction of the 
fabric oriented in the same direction at all times. 

Hint Two: Sew all pieces of like material together first. 
That is, sew the vinyl pieces (that wrap around the sides and 
back) together to form a unit. Then do all the sewing for the 
fabric part to form another unit. Finally, sew the two units 
together with piping in the middle. 

Hint Three: For that original look, quilt the seat and back 
part of the fabric. Original upholstery had a quilted effect 
molded into them using a heated press. The best method with 
fabric is to sandwich 1/2" foam between the finish fabric and 
abacking material to sew the quilting in first. Sewing machines 
do not like to sew directly on foam (it doesn’t advance right). 
The backing material is one area where you could scrimp, but 
it must be there. 

Hint Four: Don’t leave any loose threads. There must be 
a good square knotat the end of each pass of the machine. They 
don’t have to be cut off if they won’t be seen, but they must be 
tied. If they’ re not, you can look forward to watching your seat 
covers fall apart as you drive. 

Hint Five: As I suggested for interior panels, seat fabric 
should be treated with Scotch Guard. It’s an extra step now, but 
you’ ll appreciate it later. 

In the first draft of this I wrote these as rules instead of 
hints. That sounded far too much like math class for my taste. 
Remember we’ re supposed to be doing this because we like it. 
Keeping with the segue from upholstery to math class, invari- 
ably some math teacher would finish up a long proof on the 
chalk board with ‘QED’ and I would scratch my head in 
wonder. That was supposed to mean Quite Easily Done be- 
cause the hard part was over. Not so with math proofs. Not so 
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What is VW Soul? 


S oul is listening to Robert Johnson and Tom Rush on 8- 
track, through a 3" speaker that’s balanced in the 
front seat in a rusty splittie Westy on a rainy night. You 
have a warm cup of coffee and two handrolled Bugler 
cigarettes, half a book of matches and occasional on- 
coming traffic to keep you company. Enough to last two 
hundred miles to sunrise. Listen to the drone of the six volt 
wiper motor and reduction boxes. You ignore the draft 
that creeps in through the over head air vent and the rust 
spot on the passenger side floor. Roll your head around to 
loosen your neck muscles, adjust your coat collar, wipe 
your eyes and adjust the glasses. Glancing in the rearview 
mirror you notice the ‘ol lady and baby snuggled in the 
back as you drive. Quietly you smile. You're the luckiest 


bloke on earth. Peace... 
—Rusty Van Bondo 
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with upholstery. 

After all the cutting, quilting, joining and knotting, the 
finished product has to be installed over the frames and springs. 
Whether you ordered a new set of seat covers from a specialty 
shop, had some custom covers made, or made them yourself, 
fitting the finished product is not QED. Between the fabric and 
the springs VW put a molded, stiff-spongy padding and cotton 
batting. The stiff-sponge padding pieces fell out under each 
seat. The cotton batting stuck out when the seams fell apart or 
the material ripped. Some suggest 3" foam padding as a 
substitute for the stock padding. Foam gives an entirely differ- 
ent character to the seat. Use it if you must. I wouldn’t. 

Your frames and springs are clean. Your covers are ready. 
Your padding is salvageable. Toss the cotton batting if you 
want. Polyester batting (like the stuff in pillows only it comes 
in sheets) is cleaner and can easily be cut to the proper size. One 
more helpful ‘hint’ as you begin the reassembly: before you put 
the padding over the springs, put a layer of canvas or denim 
(something durable) between the springs and the padding. This 
will prevent any deteriorated padding from falling through the 
springs. You know what I mean; that brownish grit under the 
driver’s seat and in the tool space under the passenger seat. 

Installing the covers takes a lot of pull, literally. With 
canvas, padding and batting over the springs, position the 
cover and begin pulling the edges of the cover down to fasten 
it to the frame. VW didn’t use ‘hog rings’ to hold the material 
in place like American cars do. Triangular clips are spot 
welded to the frame to hold the covers in place. Your covers 
need to have a piece of wire through the bottom hem. When the 
cover is stretched to the frame, the triangle clips puncture the 
material and catch on the wire. After the cover is properly 
positioned, carefully bend each triangle point over to hold the 
cover in place. They’re sharp! They’re also susceptible to 
breakage. If any of yours broke off, you should have replaced 
them in the hardware phase. Once the seat cover is in place and 
all clips bent over, the wire should be pulled tight and wrapped 
around the frame to hold it. 

I’ve concentrated on the driver’s seat for these instruc- 
tions. Installation for the rest of the seats is similar. In a few 
spots acardboard strip is sewn to the material and slides inaslot 
on the frame. The middle and back seats have a board on their 
back side so cargo doesn’t puncture it. The basics I highlighted 
here give you the general idea. With seats and interior panels 
done, particularly if you’ve done it yourself, you can really 
appreciate that it took a force of artisans to make those buses 
come together at the factory. All you have to do is sit on it. 

I’malmost done with the software part. Things are looking 
up. And that’s where we’ll go next time: the headliner. More 
challenges await.

Part Four: Und so weiter 


y dad always said the second best time to deal with 
M a problem is when it comes up. The best time to 
deal with it, he said, is before it happens. So while 
we were driving back to Oshburg after a late sixties Autumn 
Bus Tour through the Deep Woods and Lake Country of 
Northern Wisconsin, I wasn’t only dealing with the immediate 
problems of maintaining life and composure in the presence of 
irate drivers backed up around every curve. No, somewhere in 
that little bin of obsolete parts that claims to be a brain, I was 
also mulling over the challenges to come. Richard Nixon could 
take care of the trivia—like the Vietnam War, riots in the 
streets, and upcoming tapes, gaps, and impeach- 
ments—while I devoted my efforts to the things 
that really mattered. 

Like warm little tootsies and a frost-free 
windshield. 

As we all know without being told, the 
defrost system on Old Buses existed in name 
only. Back then, as in the owner’s manual of my 
*62, defrosting is mentioned, but only as atheory. 
The small slots under the windshields appear to 
be some sort of a rudimentary defrost system, 
but in reality they are better suited as postal 
reminders. Shove a number 10 envelope in one 
of them and the top of it sticks up just enough to 
remind you to make astop at the next letter drop. 

And how about that opening on the “heater” 
tube at the front of the cab? The one near the 
floor. Isn’t that supposed to send out warm air so 
you don’t have to unload your passengers with 
an ice tongs? What an easy question. Of course 
not, “Heater,” in this connection, is an acronym 
for “How Every Animal Takes Exit Running,” 
and was put there by the inventor of the salmon 
ladder. He knew that rodents would eventually 
be living in your Bus, and he also knew they 
would be in need of a quick and low exit when- 
ever you had too much garlic and brick cheese 
and felt the need to raise yourself on one cheek 
and “beef one.” 

So once we got back to Oshburg, the seeds of a defrost 
system were pretty much planted in my head. Once the seeds 
were moistened with a fermented solution of yeast, malt, and 
hops, they began to send out shoots pointing in the direction of 
the stove. The idea was to pipe some of the beat from the stove 
up to the front of the Bus. Sitting on the floor behind the 
driver’ s seat the way it was, the stove radiated plenty of heat to

feet up in front. Also the front windows. You could be driving 
along during a cold spell and occasionally leaning back in the 
seat and chucking another lump of wood in the fire, and still it 
wasn’t quite enough to keep the windshields clear of ice.

It was a wood stove, but that wasn’t all. For a while it was 
also an oil stove, and for several seconds it was even a gasoline 
stove.

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Edward & |

January 16, 1995: Today is the day. Today is the five year 
anniversary of owning my bus. I was looking for a 36 
horsepower motor for my ’58 bug and a set of bus bumpers for 
my friend Karl’s ’67 deluxe at a place called the “Old Volks 
Home” in South Milwaukee, Wisconsin. They didn’t have the 
motor, and when I asked about the bumpers, the guy replied “I 
don’t know, there’s an old bus in back, it may have bumpers on 
it.” That was all Ineeded to hear, and I was out the door to check 
it out. When I looked at the bumpers, I knew that they weren’t 
what Karl needed. Then I saw the corner windows, round tail 
lights, and bullet signals and knew that this was no ordinary 
Transporter. This vehicle was special. This was the bus forme. 

There it stood, a black and red ’58 deluxe Microbus (no 
sunroof). It had the words “Edward’s Sound Service” painted 
on the nose and doors. I was ecstatic. The bus was beautiful and 
it was covered with two feet of snow (it was January in 
Wisconsin you know). The only thought that I had was that 
Karl was going to be excited, and my Dad was going to be 
really mad (I was 18 and living at home). I went back inside and 
talked about a price and the pick up date. I then got a flashlight 
(as if Ireally needed one to see this glowing treasure) and went 
back outside to check out the interior, it was all there except the 
middle seat, front floor mat, and an armrest. 

My first stop was Karl’s house, and he could not believe 
it. We poured over back issues of Hot VW’s and VW Trends 
trying to find a picture of a bus like it and 
could not find one. That day Karl had 
received his new SOTO newsletter, so we 
looked over the classified ads to see if 
there was anything interesting for sale and 
an ad caught our eye. The ad spoke of an 
original set of safari windows with NOS 
hardware. It was only an hour and a half 
from where we lived, so back in the car we 
went. Karl bought the windows for his 
bus, but they were later sold to me, to be 
put on Edward in the future. Accessories 
aside, however, there were more impor- 
tant things to do in order to get Edward 
ready for his debut. 

It took me about a year to install the 
brake lines, put in a transmission and 
rebuild the motor, but I was ready for 
Buses at Bong, 2. Unfortunately, Edward 
was not. I got on the freeway heading 
toward Wisconsin when, to my chagrin, 
my bus would not go over forty miles per 
hour. I knew that old buses did not go very 
fast, but I had a 1650cc motor and a new 
transmission with a 3.88 ring and pinion, 
not some tired old 36 horsepower motor. 
T eventually got to the Bong Recreation Area and had a great 
weekend camping, until I had to go home. Not only was I going 
very slow, but I also came to realize that my reserve lever was 
not functioning properly, and Iran out of gas. Fortunately Ihad 
my (then) girlfriend’s bike with me and was able to ride three 
miles to the nearest gas station. 

My father didn’t appreciate my bus too much at the time, 
but he was still pretty tolerant. Although he made me remove 


“Edward’s Sound Service” from the door and nose because he 
said it made the driveway look like “Sandford and Sons,” he 
did allow me to work on Edward in his space whenever I 
needed to. It was during one of those much needed and 
appreciated times that I was pushing Edward around the 
driveway (he once again didn’t have a motor). Not only did he 
not have a working motor, I soon found out he didn’t have a 
working parking brake either. I could have sworn the driveway 
was flat, and to this day, I don’t think Edward has ever gone 
faster than when he flew out of my hands and over the edge of 
the driveway (which is a good three foot drop) and through the 
trees narrowly missing a large poplar. Dad was not amused but 
once he saw the anxiety on my shoulders and tears well up in 
my eyes he felt sympathetic enough not to get upset. 

The only other ditch Edward got involved with was at a 
large bike rally. As I was pulling into the parking lot, my right 
rear tire fell intoahole, and a VERY large gash was ripped into 
the sidewall, instantly causing a flat and even more so causing 
a great spectacle of those who were riding in this strange bus. 
To make matters worse, people of all ages were pointing and 
shouting “you have a flat!” When the bus finally came to a halt, 
my friends and I got out to survey the damage, it was no big 
deal, just a flat tire and I had a spare. I then tried to loosen the 
lug nuts, but they wouldn’t budge. We needed a breaker bar. 
After much searching, the only thing we could find to fit the bill 
was a twenty foot long section of fence post. The crowd we had 
initially attracted grew to about fifty people, who were now 
cheering me on as I was overpowering the lug nuts from twenty 
feet away. 

People have many memories of their buses and I wanted

to share some of mine with you. I used to think that only the 
good memories were good, but as I look back now, the bad 
memories can really make you feel good, too.
